All Volunteer Workers 
BY H. M. ATKINSON, 


President Atlanta Communuity 
Chest. 


The Atlanta Community Chest 
has no paid solicitors. The only 
men and women connected with 
the Community Chest who are re- 
ceiving any remuneration for their 
services are the office staff neces- 
sary for the proper distribution 
of the funds contributed. All of 
these doubtless are people who 
could earn more financially by ac- 
cepting other positions. Their sal- 
aries are small; their work is dif- 
ficult. We have reduced “over- 
head” to as low as 8 per cent.
